During .the evening of December 18, .1950, Mr. and 
Mrs* ISIDORE -KLEIN were interviewed at their residence, ^8-32 
38th Street. Long Island City, New York, by Special Agents 
THOMAS .E. O'BRIEN and ELMER M. ROTH* 

ISIDORE^EIN stated he is an artist and cartoonist 
by background, presently employed as story-writer .op - gag-man 
for animated cartoons by Famous Studios, 25 West V^th Street, 
New York City* He said he generally signs his cartoons and 
illustrations as IymLEIN . 

KLEIN asserted that he became a member of the John 
Reed Club sometime after 1930, although he colild not recall 
the exact date, and belonged to the club for about a year* 
During his membership he recalled having attended numerous 
meetings, and he exhibited a number of sketches which he made 
of the members, ■ 

According to KIjEIN, at the time he joined the John 
Reed Club he was a free lance artist, and aside from the social 
aspects of the club he was prompted to join in an endeavor 
to arrange an exhibition of his work. This plan* however, 
never materialized, and he gave up attendance at club functions 
because he "did not like the atmosphere. 11 He explained that 
he concluded that too much emphasis was placed on politics 
at the club meetings and not enough on art. ^ 

Both Mr.:^ml ' Mrs. KLEIN readily stated that Mrs. 
KLEIN'S maiden name was ANNA ROSENBERG, and that during the

I I and possibly others, but that this Bureau would 

do everything possible to accede to her wishes in this 
regard. 

ISIDORE KLEIN also made available, with similar 
stipulations , a sketch which he stated he made of ANNA 
ROSENBERG during the early 1930's. 

The photograph and the sketch are to be returned 
to the KLEINS after they have served their purpose. 

During the interview with Mrs. KLEIN on December 19, 
1950, she stated that in the interest of clearing the accusations 
made against ANNA M. ROSENBERG she had no objection to having 
the above photograph and sketch exhibited to any proper com- 
mittee or governmental agency, provided that such action would 
not result in newspaper publicity. She reiterated her desire 
to avoid publicity, pointing out that as a prospective grand- 
mother she was desirous of protecting her reputation, and 
that her association with the John Reed Club was actually 
prompted by artistic rather than political motives.

No commitments regarding publicity were made to 
Mrs. KLEIN, although she was assured that her wishes would 
be conveyed to the Bureau. 

In the statement furnished by Mrs. ISIDORE KLEIN, 
nee ANNA ROSENBERG, the names of former friends, associates, 
and family members were omitted at her specific request. 

It is to be noted that ANNA ROSENBERG took a 
trip to Paris during 192^, by which time she was estranged 
from her first husband, FREDERICK FIELD, although, according 
to her, a divorce was not obtained until 1931? and her marriage 
with ISIDORE KLEIN was not consummated until August 2, 1932.
